KIDNAPED BANKER’S BODY 
FOUND IN KANSAS SHACK 


Kessinger Murdered by Rob- 
_bers, Who Also Slew Doctor 
They Abducted. 


POLICE SEARCH FAILURE 


Liberal, Kans., June 12 (A.P.).—The 
body of a man identified as E. A Kes- 
singer, who was kidnaped in the hold- 
up of the First Nationa] Bank of Lamar, 
Colo., May 23, was found in an aban- 
doned shack near here late today. He 
had been shot to death. 

Kessinger, assistant cashier of the 
bank, was abducted by the four des- 


peradoes who robbed the institution and 
‘killed A. N. Parrish, president, and his 
son, John. Escaping into western Kan- 
sas the men later kidnaped Dr. W W 
Wineinger, of Dighton, Kans., and shot 
him to death. Presumably the phy- 
siclan was lured away from home to 
attend one of the bandits wounded in 
an exchange of shots in the bank. 

A young girl on a picnic found the 
body today upon entering the shack. 
Identification was by means of a bill- 
fold in the clothing. A rusty revolver 
lay near the body. 

Possemen who combed the “bad 
lands” of western Kansas for the 
bandits for more than a week after the 
robbery gave up hope of ever finding 
Kessinger alive when they learned the 
fate of Dr. Wineinger. 

The assistant cashier was used as a 
shield to screen the robbers from the 
gunfire as they fled from the bank in 
an automobile. Another bank employe 
was forced to go along, but escaped 
unharmed during a running gun fight 
between the bandits and a group of 
officers in Colorado. 

Loot obtained in the holdup amount- 
ed to $10,000 in cash and 876,000 in 
bonds 

Numerous clews have been followed 
by officers engaged in the hunt for the 
killers, but the men thus far have not 
been captured.

Rescue Dog Teams Arrive.

Sweden’s Rescuers on Wav. 


Stockholm, June 12 (A.P.).—Sweden’s 
aerial rescue eXpedition which will 
search for Gen. Nobile and his crew, 
has left Stockholm en route to Spitz- 
bergen. The party numbers 17 mem- 
bers and is headed by Capt. L. E. Torn- 
berg, of the Swedish royal flying corps. 

Other officers participating are Lieuts. 
B. M. Jacobsson, K. I. A. Rosensvaerd, 
and DM E. Cristell. Three Swedish 
army hydroairplanes of Henchel type 
are being used. The machines have 
headed for Tromsoe in northern Nor- 
way, where two steamers, chartered by 
the expedition, will take them to Spitz- 
bergen. 

Pisa, ltaly, June 12 (A.P.).—A Dor- 
nier-Wal hydroplane will start to- 
morrow at 5 a. m. for Spitzbergen to 
aid in the efforts to rescue Gen. Nobile 
and his companions. It will have a 
10-hour cruising radius and carry a 
load of 5,000 pounds useful cargo. 

The pilots are Maj. Penso and Capt. 
Crosio, who will be accompanied by 
an expert mechanic.

Berlin, June 12 (A.P.).—Dr. Hermann 
Mueller, Socialist leader and former 
chancellor, who was commissioned by 
President von Hindeburg to form a new 
government, spent the day exploring the 
parliamentary situation. He has taken 
over this task owing to the resignation 
of Dr. Wilhelm Marx and his coalition 


cabinet and is preparin, the ground 
for the formation of a big coalition to 
include Soclalists, the People’s party, 
Centrists, Democrats and several minor 
groups. 

Such a coalition would command 323 
of the 491 votes in the Reichstag and 
would be sufficient to prevail against 
the joint opposition of the Nationalists, 
Communists and scattered groups. The 
consultations today were informal. The 
allotment of portfolios was not dis- 
cussed. 

Dr. Mueller is the first Socialist since 
1920 intrusted with forming a cabinet. 
rs was foreign minister in the Bauer 
cabinet in 1919 and was chancellor for 
about three months in the spring of 
1920. He and Dr. Johannes Bell, of the 
Centrist party, signed the Versailles 
treat’ for Germany. 

The Marx cabinet was established on 
January 31, 1927, as a government of 
the right after the fall of Dr. Marx's 
“little coalition” government. It was 
a coalition of the Centrists, German 
Peoples party, German Nationalists, 
and the Bavarian Peoples party. 

The Socialists in the Reichstag elec- 
tion of May 20 obtained 152 seats, a 
gain of 22 over their former representa- 
tion. This was regarded as placing 
them In a dominant position and mak- 
ing their participation in the new gov- 
ernment inevitable. 

Herman Mueller, who is 52 years old, 
has been a member of the Reichstag 
since 1920, and is a member of the 
directorate of the Socialist party. He 
was minister of foreign affairs in 1919- 
1920 and chancellor in 1920. With Dr. 
Johannes Bell, he signed the Ver- 
sailles peace treaty in behalf of Ger- 
many in 1919.

PROHIBITION IN SAMOA 
PROTESTED 10 LEAGUE 


Natives Charge They Are Not 
Given Voice by the New 
Zealand Officials. 


Geneva, June 12 (A.P.).—A protest 
from natives of Samoa against the ad- 
ministration of New Zealand, which 
has a mandate over the islands, was 
the chief subject before the mandate 


commission of the League of Nations 
meeting today in semiannual session. 

Several of the Samoan islands are 
in possession of the United States, be- 
ing administered by the Navy Depart- 
ment. The others, which formerly be- 
longed to Germany, went to New Zea- 
land after the war in the form of man- 
dated territory under the league. 

Natives claim they are denied proper 
representation and participation by New 
Zealand in the management of the is- 
lands and are especially incensed at 
the prohibition law. They are also op- 
posed to the intiative of the mandatory 
power in taking over the sale of copra, 
claiming it shuts out the Samoan 
trader as a middleman. 

New Zealand sent down a royal com- 
mission whose report approves the ad- 
ministration of the New Zealand au- 
thorities in the islands, and the na- 
tives, disappointed, have appeared di- 
rectly to the league. 

The mandate commission will also 
examine the report for 1927 presented 
by Great Britain as the mandatory 
power for Palestine. Petitions from 
natives have also been received from 
Palestine, Syria, Lebanon, and Tan- 
ganyika, Africa, all of which territories 
are under mandate.

Harry Jordon, Retired Minis- 
ter’s Son, Drowns While 
Swimming With Friends. 


Harry Myers Jordon, 16-year-old 
Central High School junior, of 1702 
Irving street northwest, drowned yes- 
terday while swimming with several 


companions in a canal “feeder” from 
the Potomac at High Island, Brook- 
mont, Md., about half a mile be- 
yond the District line.

FESS’ VIEWS CRITICIZED 
AS MEANING NO RELIEF 


“Anybody but Hoover,” Says 
Sign; Hundreds Attempt 
to Get Into Hall.

Kansas City, Mo., June 12.—Led by 
Gov. Adam McMullen of Nebraska in 
the role-of a midwestern Joshua, a 
parade of dirt farmers this afternoon 
marched around Eagles Hall, where the 
platform committee is meeting, and set 
up © shout for “equality for agricul- 
ture.” Tonight they are hoping for 
the walls tu fall. 

The farmers, 400 strong, bore ban- 
ners they had made ‘themselves. 

“This convention can keep or kill 
the elephant.” was the one borne by 
@ Kansan who marched at the head 
of the parade with the Nebraska gover- 
nor. 


“Anybody but Hoover,” was another.’ 


It was greeted \+y farmers along the 
line of march through the downtown 
streets, with shouted remarks such as 
“Hoover can’t carry the West,” and 
“Hell with Hoover” and “The farmer 
was Hooverized enough before Coolidge 
came in.” 


“30,000,000 Farm-.s;” “Not Reds,” 


Traffic was stopped as the thin line 
of farmers, in double file, walked by 
with the yellow badges that betoken 
the corn belt revolt. 

“30,000,000 farmers can't all 
wrong,” read one hand-made sign. 

An lIowa corn raiser brardished his 
sign above his heud.. It read, “Not 
redis! Not radicals! Just Republicans!” 

It was the first open demonstration 
by the uprisers, and it furnished the 
liveliest Lit of color since the delegates 
Started coming in. 

At the hall in Baltimore avenue, 
where they assembled, the farmers had 
listened to speeches, all with one re- 
frain—that if the ticket and the plat- 
form are .10t satisfactory to agriculture 
the West : ripe for revolt at the No- 
vember Lolls.

“Get It Here or Go to Houston.” 


The trend of the oratory was con- 
densed in two of tne signs carried 
aloft in the parade. 

“If we don’t get it here we'll go to 
Ho on!” 

And— 

“The farmers do not want Hoover.” 

Having thus organized their demon- 
stration in the Baltimore street hall, 
which they had rented for rehearsals, 
so to speak, they sallied forth as above 
set forth and blew their horns around 
the Eagles Hall, where the resolutions 
committe? is sitting. 

The farmers, vith their home-made 
banners, marched in good order into 
Eagles Hall and jammed it so full that 
the custodian shouted a warning it 
might collapse. Hundreds were shut 
outside on the verandas. 

Senator Reed Smoot, who half an 
hour before had been elected chairman 
of the resolutions committee on mo- 
tion of William S. Vare, of Pennsyl- 
vania, gave the floor te Gov. McMul--n, 
who introduced th? farm speakers. 


“Can No Longer Shift for Selves.” 


“This delegation represents 2,000,- 
000 farmers, all sober, industrious citi- 
zens,” said the Nebraskan. “The farm- 
ers can no longer shift for themselves 
Burdened with a terrific debt and with 
the farm dollar worth only 82 cents, we 
face ruin unless we get help.” 

Up jumped a committee memper. He 
spoke with deep emotion. ‘I move 
that sign be removed,” he cried, point- 
ing 2 quivering finger at one of the 
legends borne by a corn belter. The 
objectionable sign read: 

“Tf we don’t ge it here, we'll go to 
Houston.” 

Farm peasantry was brought in by 
C. C. Talbott, president of the Farm- 
ers Union of North Dakota. 

” “You have the choice of giving us 
relief or forcing the people of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley into peonage,” he said 

“In one North Dakota county where 
there are 1,100 farms, there have been 
653 foreclosures since 1895 

“Cast your eye back over history, you 
of.the industrial East, and see what 
has. become of nations that have for- 
gotten their agriculture.” 

One dramatic speech came from H. G. 
Keeney. president of the Nebraska 
Farmers Union. 

“You-tell us to organize,” he sald. 
“Y tell you we have organized. You 
tell us to cooperate. We. have co- 
operated.. Now we’ ask you for some- 
thing we can’t get ourselves, a little 
legislatioh that will give us an Ameri- 
van price for that part of our product 
consumed in America.” ‘ 

William H. ‘Settle, chairman of the 
Indiana Farm Bureau Federation said: 

“One speaker says the McNary- 
Haugen bill is clumsy. Great econo- 
mists say it is so.. It is not price fixing 
and not radical.

to crowds on the sidewalks. 

There, was nothing violent about 
their language, but what they declared 
in:calm, serious voices was that the 
nomination of Secretary Hoover will 
divert large portion of the farm vote 
from the Republican party in Novem- 
ber. 

There were random remarks here ana 
there concerning a third party. But 
none of the leaders of the uprising 
seemed to take them seriously. The 
heads of farm organizations discour- 
aged the talk. But they kept hammer- 
ing on the theme set forth in the pro- 
nunciamento laid down to the Repubit- 
can leaders last night by the heads sf 
30 of the leading agricultural organi- 
zations, including the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and the corn belt 
committee representing fourteen States, 
and reiterated today, to the effect that 
if the corn belt demands are turned 
down, the West will speak its mind in 
November. It said: 


Only Alternative Is Vote. 


“If the advice and counsel presented 
on behalf of the farmers of the United 
States is disregarded at this conven- 
tion, there is no other alternative save 
to speak at the polls in November, and 
regardless of the appeals of the party 
leaders, or of previous party affiliations, 
our membership will insist upon sup- 
porting those candidates, regardless of 
party, who stand for economic justice 
for the agricultural industry.” 

Last night a delegation took the ulti- 
matum to Andrew Mellon. It told him 
that if Secretary Hoover is nominated 
some of the large agricultural States in 
the upper Mississippi ‘Valley, which 
have always been part of. the spinal 
column of the party, may mark its 
crosses in the opposite party circlets 
this time. 

The swing to Hoover last night in the 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts dele- 
gations, which mede his nomination a 
foregone conclusion, had a depressing 
effect this morning on the uprisers.

Fess Escorted to Platform. 


Fess was escorted to the platform by 
the committee composed of former 
Gov. Hyde of Missouri, Mrs. Laura Cur- 
tis Knight, of Rhode Island, daughter 
of Senator Curtis, of Kansas, and Lieut 
Gov Fitts of California. 

As Fess ascended to the platform the 
delegates. arose and applauded, and 
there again was an outburst when the 
Ohio senator was presented by Chair- 
man Butler. As the temporary chair- 
man began his address a hush fell over 
the hall, broken only by the whining 
noise of a huge spotlight which was 
trained on the platform sogthat the 
photographers might get their pictures 
of each succeeding event of the opening 
session. 

As Senator Fess reviewed industrial 
conditions after the war with the grad- 
ual readjustment, most of the dele- 
gates followed him closely, but there 
was some milling about here and there 
The hall had become excessively’ hot 
and fans came into action, especially 
among the women delegates.

Similar Reference to Hughes. 


A similar roundabout reference to 
Charles E. Hughes, described as one 
who had helped bring Europe to the 
understanding of Locarno, was so near- 
ly lost that it got no applause at ail 
despite the fact the Keynoter prefaced 
it with “Delegates, I want your at- 
tention,” pronounced in a pitch that 
brought to life with a start a dozing 
delegate in the front row delegation 
from California. 

But when he got away from living 
representations, and began to call the 
roll of Republican Presidents from Lin- 
coln down, the senator got his audience 
listening and applauding again.

The broadcasting of the second day’s 
session of the Kansas City convention 
will begin at 11:15 o'clock this morning 
As was the case yesterday, this will be 
brought direct to listeners in the Capi- 
tal through station WRC of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. 

Accordingly, the regular program of | 
entertainment scheduled for WRC to- 
day will give way te the convention, 
but will be resumed at the conclusion 
of the Kansas City broadcast. 

Although yesterday’s was the largesi 
of the NBC hookups, comprising a 
coast-to-coast net of 42 stations, the 
broadcast wen off so successfully and 
smoothly as not to give those listening 
in the slightest idea of the tremendous 
mechanical difficulties involved, the 
number of persons breathlessly guard- 
ing the telephone lines and broadcast- 
ing transmitters ready to switch in 
emergency circuits, or the gigantic sci- 
entific achievement today’s broadcast 
proved to be. 

It was a pleasant coincidence insofa: 
as local listeners were concerned that 
the band should play as a prelude to 
the opening of the convention Sousa’s 
“Washington Post March,” which in 
all its years before the public and 
throughout the world has _ probably 
never been heard by such a vast mul- 
titude 


Capital Greatly Interested. 


In no city in the country save Kansas 
City, possibly, was the listening audi- 
ence so intensely and personally inter- 
ested as !n Washington. Loud speakers 
sprang up in the Government buildings 
It seeméd that all of the 60,000 Gov- 
ernment tlerks, together with their 
chiefs, had adjourned for the day Typi- 
cat of their spirit, the employes of an 
entire division in the Departinent of 
Commerce chipped tn ard purchased a 
radio set. Groups gathered about the 
lcud speakers at the Metropolitan. Army 
and Navy. National Press and other 
clubs. Crowds assembled before ampli- 
fiers on the streets in front of radio 
cigar and other stores throughout the 
city, much the same as during the 


world series. 

There was no radio set tn the White | 
House executive offices, but following | 
his practice in other years, it is be- 
lieved President Coolidge listened in 
during the luncheon hour. Inasmuch 
us he left for the Executive Mansion at 
about 1 o'clock, he was in plenty of 
time to have heard the two ovations 


given him at the convertion when his 
name was mentioned ‘%y Senator Fess. 


Hoover Keeps Advised. 


While Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
had a radio set in nis outside office he 
did not listen in, but was kept advised 
from time to time by Col. Willtam J 
Donovan, assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and George Parr Baker, associated 
for many years with Mr Hoover and a 
close personal friend. 

Whenever anything came over the 
radio that they thought would interest 
Mr Hoover he was ‘dvised immediately 
As the convention zoes forwara it is 
expected that the Secretary will him- 
self listen in. 

As to the convention itself, once un- 
der way it moved with such precision 
and dispatch as to embarrass Ralph 
Edmunds, ‘nanager of WRC, who ane- 
ticipated that it might run along un- 
til 5 o’clock and canceled the baseball 
game and thereby had to depend upon 
a New York program to fill out the 
afternoon. 

As a matter oi fact, the broadcast 
from beginning to end lasted but a few 
minutes over two nours and ran on the 
following trainlike schedule:

CAUCUS BACKS HOOVER 


Kansas City, June 12 (A.P.).—Their 
preliminary organization complete and 
the State formally placed on the Hoo- 
ver band wagon, Virginia Republican 
delegates to the national convention 
settled down today toward work until 
the balloting begins. 

The first day of the convention 
found the delegation working stead- 
ily to promote the candidacy of Col 
Henry W Anderson, of Richmond, as 
running mate for Hoover on a “na- 
tionalist” ticket which members be- 
lieve will bring four, and possibly five, 
Southern States into the Republican 
camp for the first time since recon- 
struction The Virginians name North 
Carolina. Tennessee, Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia as the States they believe will 
follow the Republican standard With 
Hoover and Anderson. 

Claims that at least two Virginia 
delegates would not support the Com- 
merce Secretary were spiked at the 
State caucus last night, when a ‘esolu- 
tion introduced by Col Anderson was 
adoptec, indorsing Hoover and pledging 
the vote of the State to him in the 
convention. A similar resolution, in- 
troduced by Mrs. M- M. Caldwell, of 
Roanoke, national committeewoman, 
pledged the same support to Col. An- 
derso1. 

C. Bascom Slemp, former Coolidge 
secretary. showed his strength with 
Virginia Republicans last night when 
he was reelected national committee- 
man by rising vote. Mrs. Caldwell was 
renamed national committeewoman by 
the same method. The entire business 
session from the election of R. H 
Angell as chairman of the delegation 
to the distribution of badgés required 
less than 30 minutes 

A number of visitors were present 
at the dinner given by the delegation 
last night, and delegates from States 
in all parts of the Union were present 
until a late hour. Midnight found con- 
tact men still working to draw support 
to the Hoover-Anderson combination 


Cooler Weather Due 
For Convention Today 


Kansas City. June 12 (A.P.).—Con- 
tinued coo] weather was promised to- 
night for the second session of the Re- 
publican national convention tomorrow 
Temperatures today ranged between 69 
end 78 degrees and the forecast for to- 
morrow was for slightly lower readings 
with cloudy skies.

RULES COMMITTEE ASKS 
END OF THE SPLIT VOTE 


Proposal Made That Dele- 
gates Be Victors in Dis- 
tricts They Represent. 


OTHER CHANGES URGED 


Kansas City, June 12 (A.P.).—With 
little debate, the Republican rules 
committee, by a vote of 24 to 9, today 
adopted a rule to abolish the fractional 
voting system at the next national 
convention, four years hence. 

The provision, which will. not pre- 
vent use of the method at this con- 
vention, was one of several changes 


made by the committee in the rules of 
the 1924 convention. The remodeled 
rules will be submitted to the conven- 
tion for adoption as its permanent 
rules. Along with its adoption of the 
split vote prohibition, the committee 
decided to refer to the national com- 
mittee a proposal to increase the num- 
ber of delegates allowed Hawaii and 
Alaska. The reference will carry a re- 
quest that the national committee 
make its recommendations to the rules 
committee in 1932 

Another change would make it man- 
datory that delegates representing con- 
gressional districts tn national cone 
ventions be residents and qualified vot- 
ers Of the districts they represent. A 
similar provision was adopted to gov- 
ern local conventions. 

Other changes would delegate to the 
national committee full power to act 
in settling disputes that might arise in 
the selection of national committee- 
men and committeewomen. 

The fractional voting ban was placed 
over, the protest of Thomas Crutch- 
field, of Chattanooga, Tenn., who con- 
tended that if it developed that it 
was necessary to increase the number 
o: a State delegation for the sake of 
harmony in the party, there should 
be nothing in the rules to prevent it. 

The resolution dealing with Alaska 
and Hawaii sought to have allotted to 
those territories in addition to the two 
delegates at large which they now have, 
an additional delegate and alternate 
for each 7.500 Republican votes cast 
ix, choosing their congressional dele- 
gates. Under the present rule they are 
allowed an additional delegate and al- 
ternate for each 10,000 Republican 
votes.

Anti-Hoover Effort Stopped 


In Credentials Committee 


| Seating of 9 Florida Delegates Pledged to Secretary of 


Commerce Ratified by Vote of 36 to 15. 


Floor Fight Threatened. 


Kansas City, June 12 (A.P.).—The 
waning flame of the anti-Hoover drive 
was fanned tonight before the Repub- 
lican convention credentials committee, 
but was doused there at the outset by a 
ratification of the national committee 
action in seating nine Florida delegates 
who are instructed for the Commerce 
Secretary. 

The vote was 36 to 15 for the faction 
headed by Glen B. Skipper, of Miami, 
as opposed to the followers of George 
W. Bean, Florida national committee- 
man, of Clearwater. This was consid- 
ered a test vote by the Hoover forces, 
who entrenched immediately in prepa- 
ration for an all-night session in an 
attempt to dispose of all the appeals. 

Arguments against reversing the na- 
tional committee by seating the unin- 
structed Florida delegates, who have 
been identified with the anti-Hoover 
forces, were made by former Senator 
Lenroot of Wisconsin. He had looked 
after the Hoover interests before the 
national committee. The Bean counsel, 
however, had been augmented by for- 
mer Representative Cole, of Ohio, a bit- 
ter opponent of the Commerce Secre- 
tary. 

From the first, the business of the 
committee was controlled by those 
allied with the Hoover cause. Walter 
F. Brown, Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce and pledged to Hoover as an Ohio 
delegate, was temporary chairman, Rep- 
resentative Fort, of New Jersey, Hoover 
leader on the convention floor, moved 
the election of Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, as permanent chairman. Mrs. 
Willebrandt, a California delegate, has 
been working here for Hoover for days. 
Her election was by acclamation.

While the nomination of the Com- 
merce Secretary was looked on gen- 
erally as a certainty. the fight involv- 
ing his delegates were being pressed to 
the limit, and the majority of the 
contested delegates were counted 
among his followers. The fights, how- 
ever, were being carried on largely with 
a view toward gaining or retaining con- 
trol of the Republican organization in 
the various sections involved. 

The Florida debate was especially 
heated, and after the verdict he an-« 
nounced that he would carry his fight 
to the convention floor tomorrow. 

The committee found that the Kén- 
tucky contest had been withdrawn, 
leaving A. J. Bean and S. H. George 
and their alternates from the First 
district unchallenged — 

In disposing of the Louisiana contest, 
it affirmed the national committee by 
a vote of 36 to 14, disregarding a plea 
by Walter Cohen, the negro leader of 
the opposing faction 

A move to take a blanket vote on all 
remaining contests was made by Hal D. 
Patton, Oregon delegate. 

He contended that there was “no 
use of listening to a lot of oratory un- 
less we like it” and argued that much 
time could be saved by voting once. 
Representative Fort declared such a 
step would be “simply passing the 
buck to the floor of the convention” 
and the motion was drowned in a wave 
of “noes.”

The decision of the 
half dozen Coolidge adherents to switch 
their support led to predictions from 
Hoover managers that virtually all the 
delegates who had been planning to 
cast a ballot for the President would 
refrain from doing so, and instead 
would become dved-in-the-wool fol- 
lowers of Mr. Hoover.

Story of Shift to Hoover in 
Night Conferences Comes 
to Light.

Kansas City, June 12.—Little by little 
there came out today the story of the 
developments which, tumbling over each 
Other last night, brought about the 
elimination of President Coolidge from 
all calculations for the nomination and 
the concentration of an overwhelming 
majority of the delegates upon the se- 
lection of Hoover. 

It transpires that National Chairman 
Butler acted to eliminate Coolidge and 
to throw the Massachusetts delegation 
to Hoover after he had ‘discussed the 
attitude of Mr. Coolidge with Everett 
Sanders, secretary to the President, and 
Secretary Mellon. Neither Sanders nor 
Mellon, it appears, brought any mes- 
gage from the President. They were no 
more privy to Mr. Coolidge’s attitude 
teward renomination by conscription 
than any man in the street. The Presi- 
dent had remained the sphinx even to 
those intimates in the last conversa- 
tions they had with him before depart- 
ing for the convention. 

What Butler learned from Mellon, 
however, was that Mellon could not de- 
liver the Pensylvania delegation solidly 
for Coolidge if the leaders were to at- 
tempt to carry through théir project of 
drafting the President What Butler 
knew before hand was that the Presi- 
dent could not afford to accept renom- 
ination on an early ballot without ap- 
pearing to wrest the prize from a mem- 
ber of his Cabinet and without raising 
the issue of his good faith in announc- 
ing that he did not choose to run. 


Coolidge Would Refuse. 


It was perfectly evident that Mr. 
Coglidge could not acept unless there 
should develop a protracted deadlock 
which would make it appear a duty to 
his party to forego his persona] disin- 
‘cclination to run again. 

Mr. Butler was convinced that if the 
President were to be renominated on 
an early ballot he would decline, where- 
upon Hoover would be nominated, and 
the situation in the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation indicated there would be serious 
doubt of success of the movement to

Prosperity It Has Created

The Coolidge leadership was em- 


blazoned on the banner waved by 
Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, tn deliver- 
ing the keynote speech today to the 
Republican national convention. 

The Ohio senator told the dele- 
gates that the nomination and elec- 
tion of the President “would be a 
foregone conclusion did he not for- 
bid,” adding that Coolidge “leaves 
office by his own fiat, which appears 
to be final and is so interpreted by 
many of his friends.” 

Fess, one of the first to start

“This hold upon the confidence of | 
the American people of every name, 
class, and creed without regard to 
partisan feeling, makes Calvin Cool- 
idge the greatest personal and politi- 
cal force in the world.” 

Declaring that the Republican 
party faced the country this year 
standing squarely upon the record of 
Coolidge, the senator said that the 
President’s achievement in administra- 
tion “reflects a type of political 
leadership at the head of the Govern- 
ment rarely experienced in his or any 
other country.” 


Warns of Unsound Proposals. 


“Few are his words, decisive his 
judgments,” he added “His com- 
prehension of problems its broad, his 
vision clear and his action daunt- 
less. His conception of public duty 
forestalls the employment of mere 
political expediency.” 

As to the all-important question of 
farm relief, which has become a domi- 
nant issue in the campaign, the Ohio 
senator said no one should be in 
doubt of the purpose of the party “to 
give this greatest of industries every 
consideration short of unsound pro- 
posals of Government stimulation of 
artificial remedies which in the end 
may only add to our problems.” 

There was no specific mention of the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill which 
Mr. Coolidge has twice vetoed and 
about which has centered the stub- 
born battle over the agricultural ques- 
tion. 

The Ohio senator declared that the 
administration had enacted no less 
than 24 separate pieces of legislation 
covering every phase of the agricul- 
tural problem. The Government also 
should aid the farmer, he said, “in 
insuring an adequate marketing sys- 
tem where it can be done as an in- 
dustry in the hands of its members 
rather than as a Government func- 
tion.” 

He asserted that the Republican 
policy of a protective tariff and the 
development of transportation facili- 
ties, especially inland waterways, con- 
stituted two important methods of as- 
sistance to the farmer. 

“Whatever aid the Government may 
give.” he continued, “the remedy lies 
most largely with the farmer himself, 
acting in unison with his associates 
to control his products. It is a mat- 
ter of management rather than legal 
enactment, save in constructive legis- 
lation enabling the farmer to better 
handle his products, to better deter- 
mine a market.” 

The Ohio senator 
speech to the theme of 
leadership throughout.

“Today we are in the longest per- 
loc of sustained business prosperity 
in our history,’”’ he declared.

While not specifically naming the 
prohibition law, the Ohio senator said 
his party was ready “to call the roll” 
on “falsé doctrine masquerading under 
the mask of liberty.” 

The “principle of human conserva- 
tion” must be advanced, he declared 
“It is not a question of tolerance or 
liberty, but of life, both individual and 
national. The Republican party * * * 
is ready to sound the moral tocsin 
against the present campaign of a 
noise-making minority whether in the 
interest of business profits or mere 
human indulgence. It stands for re- 
spect for law. It condemns the viola- 
tion of law. Its prosecutions are with- 
out respect to rank or party and are 
conducted by the judicial branch of 
the Government,” 


U Veiled Reference to Oil, 


“While moral delinquencies are to he 
found in all political parties, in fact 
among all classes, and while they some- 
times reach places of influence, the gen- 
eral rule is a high type of character in 
our public service, and never more s0 
than at the present time.” 

The latter part of this phase of the 
address was the only statement which 
might be taken as a reference to the 
oil leasing cases.

Convention Cheers Greet New 
Yorker’s Stigmatization of 


Official Violators. 


Kansas City, June 12 (A.P.).—Plead- 
ing for a plank in the Republican plat- 
form for repeal of the elghteenth 
amendment, Nicholas Murray Butler, of 
New York, was cheered before the Re- 
publican convention resolutions com- 
mittee today when he called for ob- 
servance of the amendment by “Cabi- 


net officers, senators, members of the 
House, governors and others in public 
life who speak and vote in its favor 
and violate it every day of their lives.” 

Mr, Butler declared the prohibition 
amendment had proved to be “the 
worst possible method of dealing with 
the liquor problem, endangering the 
very form and fabric of our Govern- 
mént,” 

“While on the statue books it should 
be obeyed,” he declared. “I don’t mean 
enforced—it can’t be enforced. I mean 
obeyed and I have in mind Catinet 
officers, senators, members of the 
House, governors, and others in of- 
ficial life who speak and vote in its 
favor and violate it every day of their 
lives.” 

James W. Wadsworth, former senator 
from New York, also urged for a decia- 
ration in favor of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. He said that 
up until the time the _ eighteenth 
amendment was adopted, other amend- 
ments had directed the “Thou shalt 
nots to the Government and not to 
the citizens.” 

“The eighteenth amendment directs 
the thou shalt not to the citizens,” he 
declared, “and that, in my judgment 
is the underlying cause of the trouble 
today. The essence of prohibition is 
in the eighteenth amendment which 
says to every one of us thou shalt not. 

“The problem never will be solved by 
tampering with the Volstead act. I 
come here to plead for political hon- 
esty—something growing far too scarce 
in this country.” 

Senator Wadsworth contended that 
public sentiment had reached the 
point where it could not longer be 
deceived, and he said the public wanted 
to know where the political leaders 
stood. 

“Let us look this situation squarely 
in the face,” he continued. “In my 
opinion it will not do to declare merely 
for law enforcement. Many of those 
who will vote for this will then turn 
around and violate the law.”

Attention Is Called and 
Points to His Text. 


Kansas City, June 12.—In trying to 
deliver his keynote speech from 
memory, Senator Fess today overlooked 
the reference he had in his prepared 
uddress to Roosevelt when he praised 
the accomplishments of Republican 
Presidents, from Lincoln to Coolidge.

WELCOME, CAPT. CARRANZA! 


The fact that Capt. Emilio Carranza was 
forcad to break his projected nonstop flight 
from Mexico City to Washington does not 
detract from the warmth of the welcome that 
the Natianal Capital accords him. At 3:45 
yesterday morning, after having been lost for 
over an hour in the thick fog that blotted out 
the landscape, Capt. Carranza made an 
emergency landing at Mooresville, N. C. He 
had held true to his course for almost nineteen 
hours, covering some 1,750 miles of territory. 
When forced to land he was within 300 miles 
of his destination. 

When Col. Lindbergh flew from Washington 
to Mexico City he was received with tumultuous 
applause. Ambassador Morrow was engaged 
in restoring Mexican-American friendship: and 
his efforts were powerfully aided by the ar- 
rival of Col. Lindbergh with his message of 
American good will. Capt. Carranza has come 
to Washington to further the cause of Mexican- 
American friendship. He reciprocates the 
spirit of Col. Lindbergh’s visit to Mexico and 
brings to Washington the good will of the 
Mexican people and government. 

Capt. Carranza will call upon the President, 
honor the memory of the Unknown Soldier and 
be received formally by the Secretary of State. 
Before he returns home he will visit New York 
and other cities. Wherever he goes he will 
stand forth as the gallant representative of 
modern Mexico. Washington extends to Capt. 
Carranza a cordial welcome, both for his skill 
and courage and because of the message that 
he brings from his country. 


WOMEN IN THE CONVENTION. 


According to dispatches from Kansas City 
there are fewer women delegates at the con- 
vention this year than at any time since the 
voting privilege was extended to them. This 
does not mean that women are being relegated 
to a secondary place. It is probably just a de- 
crease in the window dressing activity by the 
party in an effort to attract feminine support. 
There has certainly never been a convention 
in which women have played so prominent a 
part, or penetrated so far into the inner circle 
where the real decisions are made. It is in the 
latter respect, rather than in the actual num- 
ber of women present, that the situation must 
be considered. 

Women have played an important part in 
the Hoover campaign aud in that of the allies 
against the Secretary of Commerce. Mrs. 
Willebrandt has been an active and untiring 
Hoover worker. During the period when con- 
tests were being considered she was of the 
Hoover staff and planned much of the strat- 
egy employed in winning seats for Hoover 
delegations from the South. Her appoint- 
ment to the credentials committee of the 
convention is an additional honor. 

Yhe importance of the role assigned to Mrs. 
Willebrandt is matched by the part which Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick is playing in the con- 
vention proceedings. Many of the observers 
on the ground credited the Illinois woman 
with having set in motion the unified opposi- 
tion to Secretary Hoover. She participated in 
all of the councils that led up to the forma- 
tion of the allies, and to ker was assigned the 
task of speaking for the combination. 

Nor were these two the only prominent fig- 
ures of their sex. Mrs. A. T. Hert and Mrs. 
Charles H. Sabin, working in opposite camps, 
were as active as men have ever been. It is 
by such actions that the importance of women 
in party affairs should be judged, rather than 
by the number of delegates. The average 
delegate is no more: than a spectator in a re- 
served seat at aconvention. Itis when women 
get into the actual machinery of politics that 
they demonstrate the fact that they are en- 
titled to be treated as equals of the men. 


REPUBLICAN PROBLEMS. 


The Republican party, judging from the 
signs at Kansas City, is finding itself for the 
first time in a position similar to that which 
in past years has embarrassed the Democratic 
party. It used to be said with a great degree 
of accuracy that the thing which robbed the 
Democrats of considerable strength was that 
they could not concentrate on national! issues. 
The deliberations of the minority party were 
swayed nearly always by local. considerations. 
They could see the national problem only in 
the terms of regional politics. The result was 
that candidates were weighed and the platform 
written in a sectional rather than a national 
spirit. 

This ye#r the Democrats give no evidence 
of following their ancient formula. They ap- 
pear to have every intention of selecting as 
their candidate Gov. Smith, whose strength 
has been amply demonstrated in virtually 
every section of the country. They will, in 
all probability, dispense with all of the teuds 
whigh result in compromises such as placed 
Cox and Davis at the head of the ticket in 
1920 and 1924. The practical certainty that 
neither doubt nor wavering tactics will domi- 
nate at Houston has given the Democrats an’ 
advantage which they have not enjoyed in 
other years. Instead of being forced to take into 
consideration what the Republicans have done, 
as one element of their problem, they. have 
forced the majority party to weigh the future 
in the light of what the Democrats wil] do. 

There can be no doubt that the misgivings 
“hat have been so openly expressed at Kansas 
City are due to inability to foretell how the 
Republican party will fare with Gov. Smith’ 
at the head of the Democratic ticket. Tlie 
uncertainty displayed by many party leaders 
and the bitterness. which has been injected 
into the convention campaign has been caused 
by the desire of astute politicians to fiud a 
man with whom they could feel sure of beat- 
ing Smith. Therefore, it is not surprising that 


those States where the candidacy of the New 
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"the ones” Git have hesitated longest. New 
‘York, for instance, has had four demotstra- 
‘tions of Smith’s vote-getting powers. New 
York is forced to think of the effect his name 
as the head of the ticket may have on the 
race for State offices. Illinois faces a similar 
situation. Republican leaders in the farm 
belt, unduly restive perhaps because of the 
effort made to stir up the agricultural vote, 
have uneasy presentiments. . 

All of these local conditions ‘must be con- 
sidered by the Republican leaders, If they 
do not take them into account in the selec- 
tion of the candidate they must do so in pre- 
paring the platform. One disadvantage is that 
they must act before the Houston convention. 
Convinced that Gov. Smith will be the nomi- 
nee, they suspect that the Democrats may have 
other tricks up their sleeves. They must try 
to anticipate them all, and in doing so they 
may become as confused as the Democrats have 
been in the past. ) 
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A MESSAGE TO CROOKS. 


“Crooks Can’t Win” is the title of an inter- 
esting film now being shown in New York and 
heralded by the enthusiastic press agent as 
“a blazing drama of law and order.” This 
description is considerably toned down by one 
New York reviewer who regretfully reports 
that “it is not, alas, either blazing or drama.” 


The question of artistic value, however, {Is 
immaterial. What the New York authorities 
are trying to impress upon the public, more 
particularly upon the lawbreaking section of 
the metropolitan public, is a great moral lesson. 

A few years ago New York drafted the ad- 
vertising genius of Barron Collier for the pur- 
pose of fighting crime with bill posters. It 
was Mr, Collier who evolved a modern version 
of the old maxim about honesty being the best 
He put a new “punch” into the old 
saying and proceeded to notify New York 
crooks that “‘you can’t win’ in the battle with 
law and order. 

New York’s advertising campaign against 
crime should have produced results by this 
time. If the crooks fall to be impressed with 
the futility of their efforts, there must be a 
flaw in the argument preached by ads and films. 

So long as criminal procedure is adjusted 
with a view to favoring the criminal with the 
largest possible number of loopholes, ads and 
films proclaiming the futility of crime are not 
likely to carry conviction. New York, how- 
ever, igs making an honest effort to put teeth 
into criminal law enforcement. The Baumes 
laws have tended to reduce the chances of 
habitually breaking the law and “getting away 
with it.” Enforcement of law, and not bill- 
board and film advertising, is best calculated 
to convince the crook that he can’t win. 


COOLIDGE IN WISCONSIN. 


Politics is adjourned while Wisconsin is put- 
ting on her bést company manners for 
reception of President Coolidge. the 
most radical irreconcilables are not insensible 
to the prospect of a profitable business follow- 
ing in the wake of the presidential pilgrimage. 

While Wisconsin will be polite enough not 
to mention politics for fear of scaring the Brule 
trout, gossip inevitably concerns itself with 
the possible psychological effect of Mr. Cool- 
jidge’s temporary residence in the north woods. 
He goes to Wisconsin at a time when the 
La Follette spell appears to be broken. The 
recent delegate elections showed that neither 
the dead hand of the late senator nor the living 
voice of his son and successor is able to keep 
Wisconsin solidly and permanently “insur- 
gent.”” Republican regulars. who have been 
as a voice crying in the radical wilderness for 
a quarter of a century, naturally hope that 
the presence of Mr. Coolidge will induce a large 
number of prodigal sons to return to the fold. 

There seems to.be a good deal more Smith 
sentiment concealed in.Wisconsin than Repub- 
licans would care to admit. Normally, it is 
true, the Democrats in the Badger’ State have 
almost disappeared from the political map. 
But once in a while they stage an uvexpected 
comeback, as they did during the war with the 
late United States Senator Husting. Not even 
the La Follette machine was powerful enough 
to quell that singular uprising. 

So the time and the place chosen by Mr. 
Coolidge for his vacation are such that “most 
anything may happen.” 
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THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police, has submitted an estimate of $3,337;001 
for the upkeep of the Police Department dur- 
ing the year beginning July 1, 1929. The ap- 
propriation for the fiscal year beginning July 1 
next is $3,141,545. Increased funds are 
needed to improve the efficiency of the furce 
and to meet the demands placed upon the de- 
partment by the ever-increasing population. 

As Washington grows the expense of main- 
taining the District government is bound to 
increase. Increased population has brought 
traffic congestion, making necessary the detai! 
of policemen to traffic supervision. Increased 
population has brought additional schools, at 
each of which policemen must be stationed 
during at least part of the day. An expanding 
city has necessitated urbanization of territories 
to which patrolmen must be assigned. An 
increased police personne] is imperatively 
needed, and to properly supervise an increased 
personnel additional equipment must be pur- 
chased. 

Maj. Hesse needs 105 additional patrolmen. 
At the present time the force consists of 1,285 
men. Allowing for time off. officers and special 
details, a patro) force of only 539 was left last 
year which, divided into three shifts, left an 
average of but 179 men on the street at any 
one time. Fifty additional men are needed to 
meet the general demands of patrol duty; 65 
more are needed to put in operation the new 
Fifteenth Precinct Police Station, already pro- 
vided for by law. In addition the department 


/ needs ‘new structures, and a teletype system 


for the mechanical recording of interstation 
communications. 


Maj. Hesse’s demands are reasonable and 
should be approved.

Congress contented itself 
with making laws for the protection 
of the rights of individual citizens. The 
people were left free to choose their 
representatives and senators without

WHEN LINCOLN BOWLED.

He bowled match games with other 
members of Congress at the alley of 
James Caspari’s Hotel, known as the 
Congress Hall Refectory, on Capitol 
square. The hotel disappeared long 
ago and its site is now a part of the 
Capitol grounds. 

“He played the game with great 
gusto,” according to the only account 
of Representative Lincoln’s sporting 
activities in Washington that exists 
“Whether he won or lost, it was all the 
same to him. His gaunt figure added 
to the bystanders’ entertainment. When 
he played a crowd gathered. especially 
to hear his jokes, some of which were 
reduced to the appreciation of a mere 
man”

Church Body Tells King 
George Its Approval Would 
Mean Breaking His Oath. 


DEBATE STARTS TODAY 


London, June 12 (A.P.).—The League 
of Loyal Churchmen, a body connected 
with the Church of England, has sent 
a letter to King George declaring that 
if Parllament approves the latest re- 
vision of the prayer book it will be 
asking his majesty to break the oath 
he took at his coronation to main- 
tain the Protestant reformed religion. 
This would place his majesty in the 
unfair position of jeopardizing the 
rights of his successors, it was asserted. 

The debate on the prayer book opens 
in the House of Commons tomorrow 
and will continue throughout Thurs- 
day. It is believed that those who 
have been converted either way since 
last December are about balanced. The 
fate of the measure must rest with 
those who remained neutral on the 
last appearance of the book in Parlia- 
ment, when the revision was rejected 
by a vote of 247 to 205. 

F. B. Merriman, solicitor general, will 
move acceptance of the measure to- 
morrow and then its rejection will be 
moved‘ by Sir Samuel Roberts, con- 
servative member for Hereford. 

Premier Stanley Baldwin on Thurs- 
day will wind up the debate on behalf 
of supporters of the revision. 

The Rev. William Boothby Selbie, 
principal of a well known nonconform- 
ist theological college, addressed 50 
nonconformist members of the House 
of Commons last evening, giving rea- 
sons why they should support the 
measure,

June 12.—Crea- 
tion of a trust fund in excess of $5,- 
000,000 for the University of Virginia 
by a “loyal and devoted alumnus” was 
announced by President Edwin A Al- 
derman toduy at the close of the grad- 
uation exercises. 

This announcement of what is be- 
lieved to be the largest single gift ever 
made at one time to any State insti- 
tution in America, was received with 
tremendous enthusiasm by the thou- 
sands who had assembled to see de- 
grees conferred upon the largest class 
in the history of the university. 

President Alderman explained that 
the income of the trust is to be divided, 
one-half for the creation of fellow- 
ships and icholarships and the other 
half for general educational purposes 
of the instituéion. . 


Provides Work on High Level. 


“This great grust will enable the 
University of Virginia to undertake 
work on the highest university levels 
and will greatly increase its rank and 
power,” said Dr. Alderman. “The name 
of the donor and plans and purposes 
of developments are withheld for the 
present, but will be later announced.” 

Degrees were counterred upon 304 
graduates. In the department of medi- 
cine 55 degrees were awarded, in law, 
62; in engineering, 14; in education, 24; 
in the college, 97. and in the depart- 
ment of graduate studies, 52. 

The need for leaders in the South 
and especially in Virginia in the years 
of development fust ahead was pointed 
out by State Senator Benjamin Frank- 
lin Buchanan, of Marion, Va., an alum- 
nus of the class of 1884, who addressed 
the. graduates. 

“America by force of circumstances, 
whether willing or unwilling, must as- 
sume and exercise the responsibilities 
and duties of world leadership,” Sena- 
tor Buchanan said. “Virginia and the 
South must contribute their share.”

FORMER NAVY OFFICER 
SENTENCED TO PRISON 


E. L. Rouse Pleads Guilty to 
Forging Government 
Pay Checks.

W HEN the house is set well back 


from the street a terrace can 
often be used to g00 ad. 
vantage. To be most effective, how- 
ever, such a terrace should never be 
less than 10 feet in width, for a nar- 
rower one is apt to be insignificant 
and can. not be planted or used. The 
distance D—E on the accompanying 
sketch should always be at least twice 
as great as the distance F—G. 
The slope E—F should not be too 
abrupt, becaus’ a sharp-angled slope 
is much more difficult to keep in re- 
pair. Many times it will be possible 
to plant this slope sc that it presents 
a pleasing landscape picture and ob- 
viates the labor of grass cutting. 
There are many plants suited to 
such a place. Especially good are the 
ground covers such as ivy, pachasndra, 
myrtie. honeysuckle or wichuraiana 
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ros low shrubs which have drooping. 
and graceful habits, such as forsythis 
suspensa, stephanandra or even Japa-~ 
nese barberry, and low evergreens such 
as laurel, azaleas or the new coton- 
easters and evergreen barberries. 

If the slope is to be kept in grass 
it is much better to have the edges 
rounded than sharp, for this makes 2 
more pieasing appearance, and then, 
too, it is easier to maintain. 

Drainage should be provided for by 
having at least 6 inches’ slope from 
the porch »%r house line to the edge 
of the terrace, and a foot or more 
drop from the bottom of the terrace 
to the sidewalk (C on the sketch). The 
parking space B can be level or slight- 
ly crowned in the center so that most 
of the water will run off into the 
gutter A.

Which the Olympic committee 
is staging at Central High Schoo] Sta- 
dium next Saturday. More than 2,000 
tickets were sold yesterday afternoon 
shortly after being placed on sale at 
Spalding’s, 1332 G street northwest.

Should Army and “Navy emerge vic- 
torlous in Saturday's contests it is 
probable that the final game will be 
played in New York June 23. If Mary- 
land or Hopkins, or both. survive, 
Washington will be favorably considered 
as the site of the final game in view 
of the recent disagreement between the 
Olympic committee and Baltimore mu- 
nicipal stadium officials, the outgrowth 
of the issuance of complimentary 
tickets. Chairman Charles L. Ornstein. 
of the Olympic committee, has declared 
that under no condition will the final 
game be awarded Baltimore.

Champion Oarsmen in , 
Top Form in Drills 
in Poughkeepsie.

EW YORK, June 12 (A.P.).—As it 
did a year ago, Columbia’s var- 
sity crew. after a spring seasoned 
with varieties of misfortune, appears to 
be rounding into top form for the 
intercollegiate 4-mile championship on 
the broad stretches of the Hudson 
River opposite Poughkeepsie next Tues- 
day evening. 

With the big regatta exactly a week 
off, young Dick Glendon’s husky pupils, 
all products of the sidewalks of New 
York or its immediate back-yard, are 
established as firm favorites to repeat 
their sensational triumph of last June. 
It is the customary thing to favor the 
champions, whether it is in the ring, 
on the diamond or on the high seas, 
but this Columbia crew has the win- 
ning touch —a combination ‘of good 
Oarsmanship, experience, confidence 
and courage.

ANCIENT HOUSES BOUGHT 


Williamsburg, Va., June 12 (A.P.).— 
John D. Rockefeller, jr., is backing 
With millions the restoration of Will- 
lamsburg to its prerevolutionary set- 
ting as a shrine to liberty and the 
fathers of the republic, it was revealed 
tonight by Dr. W. A. R. Goodwin, sec- 
retary of the corporation charged with 
the task. It was said that his con- 


tribution might total #5,000,000. 

Dr. Goodwin, a member of the 
faculty of William ‘and Mary College, 
told a town meeting that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s generosity assured the comple- 
tion of the project conceived 25 years 
ago. 

“About a year ago,” he sald, “Mr. 
Rockefeller came to Williamsburg as a 
senator of the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
in connection with the dedication of a 
building erected at the college of Will- 
jam and Mary in memory of the 
founders of that society. 

“We explained to him our dream of 
restoring the town to its colonial ap- 
pearance. As a result, in the last ten 
months property necessary to carrying 
out that purpose has been purchased, 
including many fine old butldings.’’ 

The name of Mr. Rockefeller has 
been linked by rumor with the restora- 
tion plan ever since the corporation, 
with apparently unlimited funds at its 
disposal, began purchasing historical 
sites and properties. More than $1,-

Officials of the corporation estimate 
that the total cost of the work contem- 
plated will range from %4,500,000 to 
$5,000,000. It is understood that Mr. 
Rockefeller agreed to give the corpora- 
tion whatever funds are required. 

The corporation plans a ruthless 
weeding out of nonhistorical structures 
in order to achieve historical accuracy 
and recapture an atmosphere of colonial 
simplicity. 

“Some of the notable old buildings 
destroyed by fire,” said Dr. Goodwin, 
“will be rebuilt according to details 
and descriptions gathered from many 
sources, These will include the palace 
where the royal governors lived, the 
House of. Burgesses in which the as- 
sembly met and the Raleigh Tavern, 
where Phi Beta Kappa was formed.” 

The House of Burgesses, where Pat- 
rick Henry demanded liberty or death, 
and where Washington and LaFayette 
planned the defeat of Lord Cornwallis, 
will be completely restored. Public 
greens and wide-porched residences will 
stand once more as they did in 1632, 
when the town was named to honor 
King William. Anclent Raleigh Tavern, 
destroyed by fire in 1859, will be re- 
bullt. 

“The city restored,” concluded Dr. 
announcement, “will 
perpetual example of the lives of the 
founders of the American Republic. We

Finds Comrade at Field. 


After being introduced and _  con- 
gratulated on his flight by those in the 
reviewing stand and after Capt. Car- 


ranza had delivered the official greet- 
ing of his countrymen, he was  be- 
sieged by a host of news photographers 
and movie camera men. 

While being “shot” in various pos — 
@ man standing in the crowd behind 
the reviewing stand was calling to the 
captain in Spanish. The captain heard 
this voice above all others. He seemed 
impatient to get away. As soon s the 
photographers had _ finished, Capt. 
Carranza leaped up the stairs of the 
reviewing stand, leaned far over its rail 
and hugged th man whose voice he 
had heard calling. It was che cap- 
tain’s “pal,” Lieut. Comdr. Carlos Cas- 
tillo Breton vf the Mexican navy, who 
is,studying naval aviation at the Naval 
Training School at Hampton Roads. 

Capt. Carranza tairly leaped from the 
stand so anxious was he to talk with 
his “pal.” As the two met by the side 
of the stand Capt. Carranza and Lieut. 
Comdr. Breton hugged each other. 
Both were talking excitedly. The cap- 
tain’s enthusiasm is seeing his friend 
had gotten the better of his official 
dignity and for a few moments he for- 
got completely the officials who had 
gathered to pay him homage. 


‘ Little Girl Presents Flowers, 


A little girl had reached over the 
ropes and was tugging away at the 
captain’s shirt sleeve She was 10- 
year-old Ana Lauia Calvo, a Mexican 
visitor to Washington. She presented 
the filer with a large bouquet of 
flowers.

Visi- 
bility was poor. the flier said, but. he 
experienced no difficulty in keeping 
to his course.

favorable conditions. Your rare good 
judgment could hardly have been bet- 
ter exemplified than by your decision 
to land en route when your goal was 
almost within your grasp rather than 
risk disaster to an enterprise which 
has been made possible by the pa- 
triotic support of the Mexican people. 
We welcome you as a distinguished 
messenger of good will from our great 
Sister republic to the south, and as- 
Sure you that your brave act “will bind 
even more closely the ties of friend- 
ship which exist between us.” 

Upon the arrival of the Mexican ace 
at Bolling Field President Coolidge 
sent the following cablegram to Presi- 
dent Calles, of Mexico: 

“I am happy to assure your excel- 
lency of my hearty elicitations upon 
the completion of Capt. Carranza's 
flight from Mexico City to Washington. 
The splendid courage. extraordinary 
fiying ability and rare good jucgment 
displayed by Capt Carranza under the 
most trying weather conditions com- 
mand the highest admiration of the 
American people. It is my sincere hope 
that this notable occasion may bind 
still closer the citizens of the United 
States and Mexico.”

1) QUUGHT BY oTEPRAN 


Commander Will Ask $100,- 
000 of Congress to Start 
$500,000 Structure. 


POINTS OUT ECONOMY 


Request for a permanent armory for 
the District of Columbia National 
Guard was renewed yesterday, when 
Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan, guard com- 
mander, antounced Congress will oe 
called on for $100,000 as the. initia) 
appropriation for a $500,000 structure 
when provision is made for the guard 
in the fiscal year 1930. 

Estimates submitted to the District 
Commissioners show an Increase of 
$118,500 over the funds appropriated 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1, and 


practically the entire increase is due 
to the fact that the local guard does 
not have any adequate armory facill- 
ties. 

The estimate for an armory is made 
in anticipation of the plan of Con- 
gress to raze the temporary buildings 
now used as armories for guard units 
at North Capitol and D streets, to make 
way for creation of the Capitol-Union 
Station Plaza. 

The accompanying petition provides 
that the armory be located on Gov- 
ernment-owned ground, site selected 
to be approved by the Commission of 
Fine Arts, and that plans be prepared 
under supervision of the office of the 
municipal architect, and approved by 
the commander of the guard, 

Gen Stephen explained there is no 
bullding in the District suitable for 
armory purposes, and that private in- 
terests will not undertake to provide 
such a building except at a rental that 
would completely pay for the building 
within a ten-year period. 

He cites where during the past 25 
years approximately $400,000 has been 
paid for rental of armories and that 
during this period the guard has been 
forced to expend more for upkeep and 
renovation of rented bulldings than 
would have been required to maintain 
a District-owned armory. 

Fourteen companies, aggregating 800 
men with offices and store rooms now 
are located in temporary buildings, and 
must be provided with quarters when 
these are razed. Twenty-two addi- 
tional units with approximately 1.500 
men are yet to be organized here.

Domestic Science Head Or- 
dered to Investigate School 
Dinner Criticisms. 


CHARGES STIR PRINCIPAL 


Stephen E. Kramer, assistant super- 
intendent of schools in charge of high 


schools, will ask Miss Emma 8S. Jacobs, 
head of the department .of domestic 
science of the schools, to investigate 
the criticism of the menu at the Busi- 
ness High School dinner which poisoned 
140 persons, made by Dr. Edward J. 
Schwartz, acting District health officer. 

Miss Jacobs wil) review the Health 
Department reports and investigate the 
conditions under which the dinner was 
prepared with a view to recommending 
preventive measures governing future 
school meals. 

Principal Allan Davis, of , Business, 
was indignant because of the health 
officer’s charges. He pointed out that 
cadet suppers have been served at the 
schoo] for 38 years at the conclusion 
of each competitive drill and that this 
is the first time Business has suffered 
any lll fortune. Principal Davis said 
tha this year’s menu is a duplicate of 
last year’s, and that other high school 
cadet dinner: follow closely the menu 
served at the Business meal. 

Eight members of the faculty were 
stil’ absent from the faculty yesterday 
and most of the students affected have 
returned to school. 

The Health Department report 
blames paratyphoid germs for the ill- 
nesses and says that bacteria of this 
type was present in both the potato 
Salad and the turkey served at the 
meal. Dr. Schwartz said Monday that 
the combination of potato salad and 
ice cream at the feast was the result 
of poor judgment. Hospital physicians 
whe treated the persons made ill at 
the dinner declare: they were suffering 
from food poisoning, more commonly 
known as ptomaine poisoning. 


JUROR SENT TO JAIL
